The 
siKMcty certainly was deserving of 
no woids of (■(inimendalion, and I 
wdiilil be jnstiili(>d ii, severely de- 
nouncing it, for it was all rank 
from the place selecMi.'d lo the ler 
mination, when the special jiolice- 
iiian and waiters lia<l to fi n-ilily 
eject somi« two or three d()/.en thai 
■'(Miiained, shortly latfore «deven 
o'clotik. 

F.vi^n some of the members op- 
posed Ilie place Hcleeted, which was 
little beliterthau a beer garden. 
Of the society's thirleeii active 
members, the ten that weri! present 
were so divided that I here were 
none left lo offer courteous aid, or 
prot.<-<!tion fiom riillianl^' insults or 
attacks. The |)resideiil of the so- 
eieliV and two olhitrs were at the 
gale mosl of the day, while tliii'e 
were behind the bar with tin* eiii'ti 
ail of barlivuders acciistonii^d to 
hanilling picnic; <;rowds. I saw the 
llrst contest lor ladies and I do not 
know if tliiwe were any tithers. 
This one was a potato race. The 
lady who really won it di<l not gid 
the prize. The one who got I he 
pii/.e, wrongly shoved the potato on 
the spoon with her foot and favor- 
itism smollu'red it up. 

As night came on, a rowdy, so 
w<dl-known that he is barred from 
eiiterlainnienls in this cil.y, was 
atlniilted, and for an hour or so 
there was nothing but light talk 
and actual lightini,'. A cerlaiii 
young man was talking to a young 
lady, when a rulTian caine up to 
him and asked if he was from I'an- 
wood. This young man suited his 
re|)ly lo the character of the riif- 
lian, and was struck in the face 
and neck If there were 11113 mci"- 
beis of the society present, they 
were too few lo intervene. 

Tliei-e are just three tliiir ilie 
.society' wants lo do if it e\|ici'l,s 
public patronage : 1st, Hire reput- 
able places for its public affairs ; 
•Jil, Dispense with coiidiicting the 
bar by members of the society ; 
3d, Blacklist troublesonn^ rowdies. 

'I'he deaf will remember these 
scenes, and in futiir«> will not at- 
tend any <if them unless I.he so- 
ciety can guarantee ileceucy in 
everything. 

They have made lots of money 
by hiring the poorest parks anti 
halls \'»vy cheaply ; made more 
money out of poor beer anil poor 
lifjiiors ; made money out of adver- 
tising sheets ; made money out of 
advertising a list of track races 
when tli(\v had no track or no good 
road nearby. 

The public cannot be fooled all 
the time. 

ThiMse of the most prominent 
members have t.old me Ihey were 
dis^iusted with the way lliesi^ af- 
fairs had been conducted, and that 
if there was not a change for the 
belter they would resign. And 
these three W(>re not at the piiMiic 
Saturday, ('ertainly it was above 
their diunity to lend their pres(>nce 
to the occasion. 

Three weeks ago, O'Brien said 
in the Riyislir that William Flt- 
lieh was run over and had one leg 
cut off at the knee. I saw Kltrii-h,

There is a very neat and com- 
modious club room on the fourth 
floor of the Atkinson Hiiildiug tliat 
has the ilisfincfion of being unlike 
anything el.se in the city. Though 
it is often filled with people, not a 
word is spoken, for it is the recrea- 
tion quartei-s of the de.if-mutei- of 
Detroit. Its ofiject is wtdl expres- 
sed by one of the members, who 
says: "We formed the <diib for 
mei'ital and social impn^vement, 
and to kee|) the mutes out of sa- 
loons. Previous to org.iniziiig, wt> 
iiseil fo eongregiate around the city 
hall every Saturday night for ;i 
couple (if hours. From there we 
used to go to the s.-ilotuis in that 
vicinity to keep awa.y from the 
starinji public that gathered aroniid 
us, and wdiere we could iliseiiss the 
latest news more freely. While 
there \V(> used to drink, of euiirse, 
and sometimes we indulged in ji 
little more tliiiu was good foi us, 
thus giving us a rather iiiiMivory 
reputation. 

"All over Michigan, especially 
among the pupils and feaidiers at 
the Michigan School for the Deaf, 
at Flint, l)efn>it is looked upon as 
the most wicked city in the Unili'd 
States. Chicago or (ireatiM New 
York cannot (compare with it. As 
we live heie we are, uufortunately, 
looked upon as wicked men. This 
is all on account of our fiv<|iieiitiiig 
saloons. Now, we did not, do this 
for love of liquor, simply to li;ive a 
warm place to stay and to keep 
away from tht> curious, iinfetding 
public that stood in cu'o>yds around 
us grinning like hyenas. 

" A mute's greafest plea9nri> is 
l>eing among his brotlier mutes 
where he can talk and share their 
troubles and joys. Alone, he is 
despondent, the world is all ipiiel, 
the days, hours and even minutes 
may seem years to him. All kinds 
of evil thoughts come to him, and 
sometimes he even curses the d:i.\ 
thiif he was born to such a wretched 
life. Tlieie is a great deal of 
lireary monofony and depreasiiig 
isolation in the lives of many of the 
deaf-mutes, shut out as tliey are 
from the world of sound, and 
knowing naught of the deligiits of 
harmony, ">nelody or that sweetest 
of music- the human voice, vibrant 
with love and sympathy. 

"No others cannot understootl 
us. For iustanee, during a lonely 
str«dl through the avenue the deaf- 
mule meets a hearing friend, who 
notices the worrie»l look upon tlu' 
mute's face, mistakes it for some 
trifling trouble and then laughs at 
him. When the mute tries fo ex- 
plain tin* cause of his trouble in 
natural signs, the fiieiul takes him 
to a saloon and buys him a few 
drinks — then iiiak(>s his exit. A 
few drinks make the mute's head 
swim. Then he buys more and 
inoi-e until his trouides are gone. 
Yes, they art* gone until he reaches 
home. I low much sorrow and 
worriment tiie parents of deaf 
cliildren liave gone through, no one 
knows but they. Hut they do not 
i'omplain. (lod knows best, and 
they have faith that he will take 
care of their «diild. They send him 
to school and he graduates with 
hoiiurs. Oil ! how |iroud his pa- 
rents are then ! Hut after he is 
home they notice a sail look on his 
face ; they ask him whal his 
I roubles are. His first question is : 
' Wli.\ did Ood deprive mt> ol my 
hearing and speeclt, while otiiers 
are enjoying them ?' This is a hard 
question for his parents or any one 
else lo answer. 

" After his work is finished the 
mute goes home and reads the 
newspaper. W'hen this is doiii' it 
is h II man to t4«lk. lint, at home 
there is no one he can do litis with, 
as his relatives can only talk with 
theii fingers — not by signs. In 
ordei to talk to a fellow niut« he 
will go iiiiU>s from home ; if he 
does not nu>el one, he reali/.es that 
bis row is hard to hoe. Rut then, 
it i.i not so bad as it used to be. 
Formerly the deaf man lived under 
a regime of Uiiulage and lortuie, 
and his fle.sh was fed to wild beasts. 
— Detroit Pree Press. 



Every large undertaking has its 
drawbacks, and tlie new school 
liiiilding had to come in for its 
share.

There is a day .school for the 
deaf iij Klyria, as has foimerly 
lu>eii nienlioned in the JiU^RNAi., 
with an attendiine<> of eight pupils. 
The Payne Law allows $1.50 per 
annum for each pupil. Th(> .Vtidit- 
or (d' the County refused to p;iy 
over the aiiioiint asked for when 
demanded. The Siqierinlendent 
referri'd the matter to the State 
.School Commissioner and Auditor 
of State for a «l«'cision. The two 
latter held a conferenei' and decid- 
ed that the Lorain County Tieas- 
iirer must pay over the amount in 
i1ispiitt> to the school aiilhorilies up 
there, and if he still refuses .action 
again.st him will be brought in the 
Courts.
